School Board 


May Receive 
A Resignation 


Superintendent 
Wheatley 


Will Probably Withdraw 
Prom Position Tonight at 
Meeting—Long Story Be- 
hind Prospective Action. 


It became known today that at to- 


night's meeting of the city school 
board, 
the 
resignation 
of F. 
H. 


"VVheatley, 
superintendent 
of 
city 


schools, and for the past 36 years as- 
sociated with the Danville t,chola.stic 
system, will bo (presented 
It is un 
derttood that the resignation will be 
tendered on the understanding that 
Mr. Wheatley will be added to the 
High school faculty as teacher ot 
mathematics, although it was evident 
today that some eleventh hour change 
might be made, this being the re 
tention of Mr. Wheatley in the ca 
pacity of principal of the two North 
Danville schools, witn the added re- 
sponsibility of being secretary of the 
JBoard of Trustees, a position which 
for years has been held by Wilbur 
Rendleman at a nominal «a!ary. The 
school board, it is understood, con- 
templates retaining Mr. Wheatley's 
cervices at virtually the same salary 
as that of the position of school su- 
perintendent. 
Behind tonight's prospective action 


is a. long story dating back one year, 
when Mr. Wheatley's re-election as 
superintendent of Danville schools 
took place in Richmond. On that oc- 
casion he •v, a^ re-elected for a term of 
four years, and by \lrtue of his re» 
election his position for three addi- 
tional years is secured and he can be 
relieved only through his own desire 
to present his resignation voluritarilj. 
,At the> J*me of hi= election by the 
.board, opposition to him developed, 
'but his record was clear and as no 
charges were preferred against him, 
the board re-elected him. 
There 


jjemes to have been however, a verbal 
agreement between Mr. Wheatley and 
Harris Hart, superintendent of pub- 
lic inftruct'on, 
providing- for 
Mr. 
Wheatley's resignation in the event 
his services did not prove satisfac- 
tory. 
From what can be learned outside 


official circles, where there is marked 
reticence, matters came to a crisis 
quite recentlj, when Mr. "Wheatley 
exyxessed himself favorable to a bond

He 
appears to be in tne position of hav- 
ing undisputed right to serve as su 
perintendent for the next three years 
under the terms of his election by the 
State Board of Education last year. 
When Mr. Wheatley was seen this 


morning, he was reluctant to make 
any statement prior to the meeting. 
It was learned, however, that he has 
not yet tendered his resignation to 
the board and that there was the 
possibility of his declining to do so 
Much will depend upon the attitude 
toward him. He felt sure that the 
matter would be disposed of tonight. 


A C. Conway, chairman • of the 


Board of School Trustees, was also 
seen at his office this afternoon. He 
felt that in justice to Mr Wheatley 
that he could discuss the matter 
neither one way nor the other. 
He 


took the view that he was only one 
member of the school board and 
could not speak for the entire board. 
Questioned specifically, he said that it 
was by no means certain that any 
matter relative to the superintendent 
would come up tonight. He declined 
to speculate on the report which has 
.been current among teachers for a day 
or two, and the more widely dissemin- 
ated rumors current about the town 
today. He admitted seeing Principal 
Half last night, but would not discuss 
this 
meeting or 
its 
relation 
to 
Mr. "Wheatiey's appointment to the 
High school faculty. The meeting to- 
night will be a regular meeting and 
routine matters will come up in their 
usual sequence. 
If the Wheatley 


matter is broached it will come at the 
end" of the' session. ' In tffia regard, 
Mr. Conway said that the board to- 
night might hold an executive ses- 
sion, at w-hicn time both spectators 
and the press would be excluded. The 
inference drawn from this was that 
the Wheatley matter would be aired 
"in camera" and that it would not be 
a public session. 
In the event of Mr. "Wheatley's res- 


ignation being tendered and accepted 
this would ncft perturb the present 
status of affairs until the end of the 
school 
session, and Mr. Wheatley 


would continue in the capacity of su- 
perintendent until that time.

To Secret Trade

MOSCOW, April 13. — A "back 


door" commerce, carried on through 
the back doors of private homes, hu; 
begun to flourish in Moscow on ac- 
count of the crushingly heavy over- 
head costs, taxes, rent, license fees 
etc . connected with legitimate stores, 
with conventional front doors and of 
tlci.il show-windows. 
Already this unofficial kind of trade 
has reached such proportions that in 
some instances It successfully com- 
petes with the regular stores. Son^e 
of 
the 
"back-door" establishments 
ha\e larger and flner stocks accumu- 
lated by combing the markets, than 
the front-window stores. 


The choicest millinery shop In Mos- 


cow, many art and antique stores, 
and the best drug stores are of this 
character. 
They do not advertise, of course. 


The»r trade comes by the friend- 
quiet'.y-tells-friend 
route. 
But 
In 


Moscow, 
the 
greatest 
\vhisper-K- 


about-city in the world, this method 
is effective. 
In company with Russian friends, 


I visited four or five of these i"stores.' 


To reach the millinery shop, we 


left our sleigh in the courtyard of an 
immense white house Which must 
have been the residence of a former 
nobleman. 
AVe turned into a tiny 


door, into jet darkness. My guide led 
me up two flights and pushed a door. 
Wo literally fell into a lighted, nar- 
row corridor. 
< We entered a room. 
The milliner herself opened the door. 
The general impression of the room 
was that of a family storeroom in a 
middle western home in the United 
states. 
On a glass sideboard near the door 


were three or four new hats, running 
to bright greens and browns. 
The 


milliner produced several others she 
was making to order. The hats were 
all simple, but tasteful. The prices 
ranged from three to four to eight 
million rubles. 
Seated at one of the tables was a 
soberly-dressed 
woman in 
earnest 


comersation with one of the clerks. 
The ''house," however, would not givs 
her what she thought her jewels were 
worth. 
Spread across oije of the boxes was 
one of the most exquisite OrienXl 
shawls I have ever seen. Upon it lay 
a dainty little pair of Tartar mittens 
—white leather, with a design in silk 
thread on the back. For them, the 
proprietor asked only 600,006 rubles 
(about $1.50 at the present rate of 
exchange ) 
She then produced a lace scarf 


which my friend said was one of the 
finest pieces of lacework she had 
seen. 
After wandering for five minutes 


through one hallway after another, 
we finally located the front stairway 
and descended into a beautiful re- 
ception hall. A couple of Red sol- 
diers sat at a desk near the doorway 
(which would indicate that the shop 
was operating under government pro- 
tection), one let -u#- out- the front 
door, without asking how we got in. 
With another Russian friend I went 


to a "back-door" drug store which, so 
far as I could judge, was running 
without the knowledge of the Krem- 
lin. 
We groped through a dark 
courtyard, as before, and skirted the 
rear of a big house. The druggist was 
a woman of perhaps 28. The drug 
store was a cupboard in the kitchen. 
Yet it contained, my friend explained, 
one of the best stocks of chemicals in 
that part of the city. 
"We used to give our jewels for 
castor oil." the wife of a former Rus- 
sian ambassador told me.

WASHINGTON. April 13.—If the 


Harding administration pursued Its al- 
leged purpose of "Hardlnglzlng" the 
executive departments along the lines 
adopted recently at the bureau of en- 
graving and printing there will be a 
weakening ot tlie foundation on which 
rests liberty, regulated liy law, and 
substitution of the golden opportu- 
nity for the agitator, the communist 
and the bolshevik, Representative K. 
"Walton*Moore, of Fairfax. Va.. as- 
serted during a speech in the House 
yesterday. 
. 
He would not raise his voice in pro- 
test against the president's action, h» 
said, had the thirty employes been 
removed for misconduct, but the pres- 
ident's letters of 
explanation 
had 
stated that no such charges exl.st. 
The president wsjs too busy to give 
the bureuu investigation or dleibera- 
tion, Mr. Moore said, so the "delibera- 
tion" spoken of by the president was 
apparently done by the heads of the 
justice and treasury departments. The 
president had best drop thete patron- 
age pilots trom his 
administration 
ship if ho would keep it off the rock, 
Mr". 
Moore said. 
"All th« twenty-six men and four 
men displaced had rendered valuable 
service to the government," said Mr. 
Moore; "several of them by inventions 
and improved processes for which, of 
course, they were paid nothing, had 
f-aved the government large sums of 
money, and some of them had de- 
clined private employment ai larger 
salaries than the government was pay- 
ing because of thair devotion to the 
work in which they were engaged. 
They were all in the classified civil 
service; appointed without regard to 
party affiliations, and most of them 
appointed before the advent of the 
Wilson administration. 
"Here was a group of high-class 
employes, each one having a record of 
fidelity and efficiency, and yet, with- 
out warning, they 
were 
dismissed 
while they, were at their homes at 
night, the word being brought by a 
messenger. Xext day when they went 
to their old desks to claim th'eir per- 
sonal belongings they were led into 
the buildfng by two secret service 
men. 
"Several of them who were close to 
the retirement age, 
-having 
served 


faithfully almost 30 years, can now 
have no hope of coming within the 
scope of the retirement law. 
I un- 
derstand, furthermore, that dismissal 
means ineligibility for appointment to 
other civil service positions. 
On April 3rd I offered here in the 
House a. resolution asking an inves- 
tigation by a special House commit- 
tee; reciting that after the 
sentence 
had pronounced and the execution had 
taken place, an 
investigation 
was 
started by the attorney general, pre- 
sumably to search for evidence to 
justify what had been done. I was 
aware when I presented the resolution 
that the committee on rules, to which 
it v/as referred, would probably ob- 
serve its habit of not -considering any 
resolution introduced by members of 
the minority. 
That very autocratic 
committee has proved true to form.

No student of human 
nature or of American character and 
American politics could conceive of 
any result but of a great and far- 
reaching revolt from the domination 
by fanatical minorities s--uch as the 
Anti-Saloon League. The recent dis- 
closures here in Washington of its 
attempt to control the federal judi- 
ciary and the aciinijii.stration of jus- 
tice in the "United Statet; and its 
wholesale violations of the federal 
corrupt ji radices act, for which it 
will be criminally prosecuted, makes 
an end to its oifensive control of Am- 
erican government."

Five hun- 
dred families are estimated to have 
been made homeless, and the damage 
will run to nearly a million dollars. 
The blaze originated in the Tunis 


Lumber Mills, on the Southern branch 
of the ..lizabeth river, late this .-if-. 
ternoon. 
A woman, whose husband 


is a watchman at the Tunis clocks. 
discovered the fire from a house boat 
in which they live. 
"Within forty yards of the dock 


where the fire started are the St. Hel- 
ent Oil Company docks. Three steam- 
ers in the river were burned, catch- 
ing lire from sparks. 
The tire quickly spread to the north, 


the sparks being carried a hundred 
yards or more. Most of- the houses in 
the path were 7:egro homes, and were 
of wooden structure. They were dry 
as tinder and a few sparks only were 
required to set, them afire. 
At one 
time there were 9 fires blazing in dif- 
ferent .places simultaneously. 
Although the fire departments, both 


civilian and navy, from all the cities 
and :toVns in the vicinity of Berkley, 
were called into service they were 
helpless against the spreading flames, 
which soon reached Liberty street, one 
of the oldest business streets of the 
town. 
One block on Liberty streej 


was completely wiped out. 
A negro 


church was destroyed. For a time it 
appeared that a large gas tank owned 
by the municipal gas plant was doom- 
ed, but the gas was burned off by 
means of safety valves. 
After four 


hours the fire appeared to have reach- 
ed its climax, although it was still 
blazing stubbornly in several parts- of 
the town. 
Included among the buildings de- 
stroyed were several stores, two negro 
churches, two river steamers of the 
Uuxtol line, n schooner, a houseboat 
and a small factory.' 
Hundreds,-of negroes, men. women 


and children, are sleeping tonight in 
the open air upon beds, ms ti ress• •< 
and pieces of bed clothing salvaged 
from their burning homes. 
Many of 
them, however, shave been housed by 
the city in a negro school building. 
Preparations have been made to reg-

housing and food for them until they 
can find homes.

Lanquishes In Cell

Semenoff, Ataman of the 


Cossacks, was locked up in Ludlow 
street Jail tonight, after a 
day of 


frantic efforts by several lawyers to 
get a bondsman who would give $25.- 
000 bai5 to Sheriff Nagle. 
Seinenoff 
•was arrested last week on a civil war- 
rant and freed on bail, but his orig- 
inal bondsman refused to continue as 
fiurety. 
The general gave himself up to 
Sheriff Nagle in the latter's office at 
2:30 
in the afternoon and from then 
until 4 o'clock 
sat 
watching with 
eager eyes ever}- person who entered 
the door. 
But as each new person 
turned out to be anything but a pros- 
pective bondsman, the. Cossack's coun- 
te"nance fell. Even the military mus- 
taches which odorn his face seemed 
to droop as the lime drew near for 
him to enter the sheriff's automobile 
for his trip to the jail. 
Madame Semenoff, his young wife, 
was courageous during the afternoon. 
She begged the sheriff to atke her 
Jewels for the bond. But he couldn't, 
he explained, although she could of- 
fer them to a bonding company as 
collateral. 
This morning, the general went to 
his lawyer's office and found there a 
representative of the surety company 
xihfch had furnished his bail. He was 
told that because of the notoriety his 
case had brought, and because com- 
pany officials thought it unpatriotic 
to act as bondsman for a man charged 
•with a.rocities against American sol- 


diers, they, were going to surrender 
him at noon. 
Just before noon. Colonel George 
Kroupsky, who was Semenoff's chief 
aide in Russia and is now helping 
him here, was stopped by a policeman 
on Broadway and searched. Kroupsky 
had a revolver and narrowly escaped 
going to Jail, until he finally showed 
a permit. 
Just after 2 o'clock General Sem- 


enoff, Madame Semenoff and two or 
three friends, lawyers and interpreters, 
started for Sheriff Nagle's office. M. 
M. Beecher, counsel for the surety 
company, 
was 
there, 
and 
after 
Madame Semenoff had counted her 
chain of pearls and her diamonds, 
which had been held as collateral, he' 
turned the general over to the sheriff. 
Meanwhile, the proceedings brought 
against SemenofC by the trustee for 
the Youroveta Home 
and -Foregin 
Trading company, a New Tork con- 
cern, were called before Peter B. Ol- 
ney.' referee in bankruptcy, and David 
W. Glaze, a Semenoff attorney, was 
compelled to ask an adjournment be- 
cause Semenoff was held by the sheriff.

v The hearing will go on tomorrow 
afternoon. 


The general wns worried 
about 
Madame Semenoff, he said, because 
she has been ill. 
When Colonel Kroupsksv who had 
been bu^y all afternoon shotting the 
permit to carry a revolver to ex'ery 
deputy s-heriff in the office, promised 
to care'for his wjfe.

P. Tumulty, former secretary to 
the piesident, was to attend the 
dinner, he called him on the tele- 
phone and asked him to bring a 
message from former President 
Wilson, if possible. The message 
read at tn*> dinner was given to 
him by, Mr, Tumulty upon his 
arrival. Mr. Rush said. 
When doubt as to the authen- 


ticitv of the message first arose. 
Mr "Tumulty made an explana- 
tion in Washington in which h» 
said- 
"The message read at the ban- 
quet came merely in a casual con- 


vernation with me at Mr. Wilson's 
horn* on Friday last, when he re- 
marked that he would support 
any candidate who stood for Jus- 
tice for all. There wa» nothing 
unusual In this, and It was not 
significant in any way from a po- 
litical standpoint. 
He sent no

tentiary here today declared at a 
hearing conducted by the law enforce- 
ment committee of the American Bar 
association to get the criminal's view 
of the cause of law-breaking. 
The committee members all agreea 


with the convicts.

ally known men, heard from seven 
witnesses, stories of organized crime 
rings, particularly in Chicago, bribery 
of 
police officials and of "schools

One prisoner told of perfected crime 
organizations in Chicago which guar- 
anteed to get a man out of any trou- 
ble through graft and bribes, and ex- 
plained that had he been able to raise 
$600, he ^could have bribed officials 
in the State's attorney's office and 
would not now be in the penitentiary. 
One convict said prohibition 
in- 
creased crime while another termed 
the Cook county Jail ut Chicago the 
greatest "crime school" in the coun- 
try- 
Several explained that the av- 
erage first offender la experienced and 
efficient in crime after serving a sen- 
tence with old timers who would put 
him through a course of instruction 
during his term.
